, Men Arrested All Young. 

Balding is held at the Twenty-second street 
police station in company with William Me 
Namara, 2 years old They are charged 
with keeping a disorderly house and are also 
booked for disorderty conduct. Mary Spa uld- 
ing, N years old; J. C. Baxter, 4 years old: 
Harry Stevens, 20 years old; Edward Dailey, 
27 years old; and Harry Mitchell, 20 years 
old, are charged with being inmates of the 
place. 

The Marshal! girl also charges Balding 
with robbing her of a diamond stickpin, a 
brooch, and a pair of bracelets, the total value 
of which is $115. He also is under arrest on 
a charge of abduction on 4 warrant sworn 
out by Mra. Neliie McGraw. 8811 Elmwood 
avenue, mother of Mise Marshall.

For each gir} they received from $15 to 6100. 

“The gitls were intimidated by threats 
and were told it would do them no good to 
make an outcry. Balding told Mona Mar- 
ghall it would be useless to appeal to 4 po- 
liceman, as they all knew him and would not 
arrest him.“ 

The girl is now at her mother’s residence.

Archbishop Ireland Raps Peace 
Devotees in Sermon. 


JUST FIGHT WORTH COSY. 


Prelate Declares a Country’s Humilia- 
tion Worse than Bloody Conflict. 


St. Paul, Minn, May 26.~—[Special.]—Arch- 
bishop John Ireland in a Memorial day ser- 
mon preached at the cathedral today to mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. and officers and enlisted 
men from Fort Snelling, decried ignoble 
peace and giorified « just war and took the 
ground that nothing will so bring home to 
the people a sense of righteousness and 
awaken in them the spirit of disinterested 
self-sacrifice so necessary to the life of a 
great end high minded nation. 

The archbishop spoke glowingly of peace 
and described the horrors of war, and then 


added: 


„War is dreadful, and yet, soldiers, there 


ie something far more dreadful. Far more 
dreadful is it that the country be disgraced, 
that the fag be dishonored, that no longer 
does it unfurl its folds in joy and triumph 
amid the nations of the earth. 


Other Things Worse than War. 

Far more dreadful than war is it to have 
it said the country is torn asunder, the coun- 
try is menaced with ruin or death. As the 
father of the child should sacrifice life to 
save the family in hours of peril, so must the 
citizen step gladly upon the battlefield, ex- 
claiming Not at least until I am dead shall 
my country cease to be the fair nation the 
Almighty hes bidder it to be.’ 

„Take men as they are and peoples as they 
are; preach to them justice and righteous- 
nese, but let them know that when justice and 
righteousness are trampled under foot war 
shall de waged in defense of justice and 
righteousness. 

Just Fight Is Sublime. 

“ Terrible is war; fearful is the battle, yet 
when the battle reaches righteousness, when 
its purpose is holy and noble, the battle is 
sublime. Nothing more grand, more mas- 
nificent, than the advance of tens of thou- 
sands of men bearing their lives in their 
nands in defense of a just and noble cause. 
In that moment they are Mfted far above 
the cold inspirations of earth; they ascend 
in the nobility of their sacrifice to the very 
skies.

ENGINEERS AT WORK ON WATEBR- 
WAYS IN STREL areas seta 


Cost to Be $10,000,000, While Ten 
‘Years Will Be Required te. Com- 
plete Chain of Channels Touching 
Indiana Harbor, Bast Chicago, 
Hammond, and Gary—Eastern and 
Chicago Capitalists Behind Project 
—Influx of Manufacturers. 


Engineers working in the interest of New 
York, Pittsburg, Chicago, and Indianapolis 
capitalists are completing plans for an ex- 
tended system of canals from Indiana Har- 
bor to a point between Garv and Michigan 
City. The first surveys provide for water- 
ways fifty miles long to cost $10,000,000. The 
system is held nec&sary to the development 
of the steel and iron industries. 

The main channel will be 250 feet wide, 
with lateral canals 200 feet in width. The 
system is to have a uniform depth of 24 
feet. Turning basine 800 feet in diameter 
will be dug at intervals of two miles. It is 
estimated that it will take teu years to com- 
plete the work. 

First plans for the waterways, which await 
approval of men behind the project and of the 
government's engineers, show routes touch- 
ing Indiana Harbor, East Chicago, Ham- 
mond, and Gary. 

Fan Use of Other 152 re

8 The Calumet 
river, which runs sluggishly for several miles 
along the route of the main ghannel of the 
proposed canal system, is to be deepened, 
straightened, and bordered with wharves. 

The Indiana Harbor waterway, with the 
pier extending into Lake Michigan to pro- 
tect its entrance, has cost $750,000. There re- 
mains $500,000 to spend on it before it reaches 
Hammond. The steel corporation is spending 
$1,000,000 cn waterways at Gary, building 
breakwaters and pliers to give ready access to 
ore and coal boats. 

Necessary in New District. 

That the extensive inner waterways will be 
necessary became apparent, according to 
chief engineers at Gary, almost as soon as 
the Gary townsite was laid out. Steel and 
iron manufacturing companies are rushing 
into the district from all över the country 
that they may be near perfect water and rail 
transportation and the source of steel supply 
in the future. The American Bridge com- 
pany will build a plant, of which one building 
will be more than 4,000 feet long. 

Much secrecy has been thrown around the 
operations of the engineering crews. These 
worked for four months under direction of 
H. L. Richards of New York, general fleld 
engineer for a number of eastern railways.

It is asserted that the quotations sent 
out from New Tork are not based, ‘as 
other quotations of tuffs are, upon 
the price actually paid for butter in New 
York, but are fixed by a committee rep- 
resenting a few large dealers and are 
invariably from 1 to 2 cents below the 
market price. The price of cream de- 
pends. upon this fictitious price of butter, 
and consequently farmers are constantly 
losers to that extent if they accept the 
market price as genuine. dome farmers 
are aware that the price is lower than 
it should be and they insist upon and re- 
ceive from half a cent to 2 gents more 
as a “premium.” The price throughout 
the country reflects the New York price 
for the day, and the Iowa dairy commis- 
sioner tells producers who have been 
congratulating themselves upon their 


| shrewdness in obtaining 1 cent premium 


that they are really losing 1 cent instead 
of gaining it. 0 
Besides the loss to the farmers who sell 
milk to the large companies the farmers 
who make butter themselves and sell it 
through commission men lose, since the 
price they receive is 2 cents too low. It 
is-said that whether he sells the raw 
product or the manufactured article the 
farmer is a loser. The large companies, 
so it is alleged, buy milk at a low price 
and sell butter at a high price. The re- 
taller charges a price based upon the 
actual value of the butter, but if he buys 
through a commission man he insists upon 
paying the fictitious low price. The com- 
mission man loses trade through his in- 
ability to secure for the small manufaé- 
turer the price which his wares should 
bring. 

The state of Illinois has no dairy com- 
missioner. ‘The duties of that office be- 
long partly to the food inspector, partly 
to the agricultural society. If the wide 
awake farmers and dairy men of Illinois 
will take the warning of the Iowa dairy 
commissioner to themselves, since it is 
as applicable on one side of the Missis- 
sippi as on the other, they will demand 
the higher price for their cream and but- 
ter and force the New York quotation 
makers to send out genuine quotations. 
The law of supply and demand causes the 
price to vary from day to day. The 
farmer should get the full value of ‘his 
wares whatever it may be.

Housework Better than Factory. 

I have no desire for other occupation than 
housework. I plan my own meals and ar- 
range my work accordingly. I do most of 
my Sundays cooking on Saturday. I'm the 
only one from the house who goes regularly 
to church, I do all my sewing, even my 
suits. The tailor works the buttonholes and 
presses for me. . 

On visiting my aunt in an eastern city last 
Jear I was employed in a factory operating 
an electric machine for $6, hours 7:30 to 6, 
with one hour for dinner. I walked three 


and one-half squares for a hot dinner at .5 


cents a meal. I made my breakfast. on 
cereals and fruits, -which I purchased for 
about 30 cente a week, and 20 cents for 
cream. I olerked until 10 on Saturday even- 
ings.

Jones’ Estimate Is Bullish. 

Expert H. V. Jones provided a etatement 
which indicated that the winter wheat yield 
would not exceed 825,000,000 bu, materially 
less than the government's May report sug- 
gested. Exclusive of the durum crop, Mr. 
Jones sees a total winter and spring outturn 
of 515,000,000 bu. Jones’ running mate in crop 
investigation—John Inglis—reported most 
bullishly on the situation in the Ohio valley, 
holding thet irreparable damage already done 
by ugseasona ble weather is vast. 

The general crop situation abroad still re- 
mains as a strong point in the bulls" argu- 
ment. In the course of the week there were 
many disturbing messages concerning the 
progress of the crop in Russia, Roumania, 
Bulgaria, and Germany. Uneasiness over the 
situation abroad was shown by the coureeof 
foreign markets, which did not give full re- 
sponse to the early breaks on this side of the 


water. 
Bulls Remain Hopeful. 

Bulls etill ineist that conditions warrant a 
higher level of values, and they declare that 
the break under the dollar mark early in 
the week was due more to the natural desire 
to pocket profits than to any marked change 
in the general situation. Commission houses 
are advising caution on the part of their 
customers, who have been the biggest win- 
ners in the market. 

“It seems to me,” said a student in the 
trade, that too many liberties have been 
taken on the bear side because of the rains 
in the southwest. The damage already has 
been done in Kansas and Nebraska, just as 
it has been done in Oklahoma and Texas, 
where generous rains fell after a long period 
of drought. The bugs thrive in all sorts 
of weather, and the rains in Kansas, so far 
as I have been able to learn, have not 
checked their progress.” 


Lively Week in Corn. 

The corn market passed through one of 
the liveliest weeks of the year, trade being 
active and prices covering broad ground. 
Pronounced str. marked the course 
early in the week, but later there were sharp 
recessions on Offerings by “the 
country. The general fall of rain in impor- 
tant sections of the belt also was among 
the elements which. worked for weakness.

Trade in wholesale and jobbing lines was 
geasonadbly active the last week notwithstand- 
ing the unfavorable’ weather conditions, 
which have ‘hindered the retail business.

Crop reports have been slightly more opti- 
mistic the last week and this has induced ad- 
ditional buying from interior points. Warm- 
er and more seasonable weather will increase 
the salés of summer clothing. It is expected, 
however, that considerable stock will have 
to be carried over. 

Pig iron ruled quiet during the week, no 
large orders being reported. Small orders 
for immediate shipment were numerous, but 
there was more interest taken in specifica- 
tions on old orders. Values were firm and 
there seems to be no indication of any sof- 
tenting tendency. Furnaces and mille have 
their output engaged for several months in 

„ and for the time being are practi- 
independent of current orders. 

At the same time there is a great deal of
